Six Hundred Bushels Potatoes Per 
Acre North of Arctic Circle 


Six hundred and five bushels of 
potatoes to the acre from a patch 30 
feet square is reported September 18 
by Wm. D. Clark of Thunder River 
N.W.T., who, by the way, is now 
moving duwnstream to Arctic Red 
River, where he used to live and 
where he has now purchased the 
Northern Traders’ Post, leaving his 
son-in-law at Thunder River. Thun- 
der River enters the Mackenzie at a 
point 70 or 80 miles north of the 
Arctic Circle. 


“The season has been wonderful 
here,” writes Mr. Clark. “I had a 
glorious crop of everything except 
turnips. The bugs cleaned them all 
to the roots.” 


Mr. Clark reports 750 pounds of 
potatoes off an area 30 feet square. 
If he allowed enough margin, this 
would be a yield of 600 bushels per 
acre. He had a splendid crop of car- 
rots and cavliflower. The Copen- 
haygen Market cabbage headed 100 
per cent. Two hundred and fifty 
head were sent to Aklavik, 100 to 
Arctic Red River, and he still had 
200 head for the use of three fami- 
lies. He had cucurnbers right along 
after the middle of August and 
ripened some Farthest North toma- 
toes. The season was two weeks 
earlier than any yet in his experi- 
ence there.

which never ieft them. Another 
factor was the championship of Mr. 
Cc. G. Gregg of The Aeroplane, who 
instead of making the caustic critic- 
isms he is so capable of, praised the 
R.A.F., not clways when praise was 
due, but when it was likelyyto be- 
ecume due, with the resu that 
officers and men pulled up their 
socks and tried to live up to’ his 
estimate of them. While this facade 
was being maintained, real improve- 
ment was going on. Trained mech- 
anics were entering squadrons from 
Halton and from the men’s technical 
schools, treined officers were emerg- 
ing from Cranwell and the flying 
schools, education officers were at 
work, trade test boards were sifting 
out the good and bad workmen, and 
a staff college was opened. All this 
was being done while the Air Force 
was doing difficult jobs of work in 
the outlying parts of the Empire, and 
doing them well.

ECONOMICAL FOODS 


It is encouraging for the woman 
who has a moderate allowance for 
food to know that with careful plan- 
ning, advantageous buying and good 
cooking she can provide wholesome 
meals for the family. 

The dishes here suggested by the 
Home Economist, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, are made from 
foods, nourishing and healthful, 
which can be classed as economical, 
especially in homes where heating 
the oven adds little to original cost. 


Creamy Rice Pudding 
M4 cup rice. 
% teaspoon salt. 
44 cup sugar, 

2 tablespoons butter. 

4 cups milk. 
% teaspoon vanilla,

44 teaspoon nutmeg. 

Wash rice and boil in water 10 
minutes, Drain and add other in- 
gredients.
